help it up to the privileges and enjoyments of 
honesty snd enlightenment. 

In Sopt. 1887 Dr. Allen ‘started for Washing- 
ton with the -Ke-rean mission, and rema:ned 
with it during the up- and downs of getting it 
‘adjasted to the unceremonions West... 

In 180) he was appointed U. S. Seoretary: of 
Legation, which office he held till 1897 when he 
becsme Minister Res‘dont and Consal-Grneral, 
In June, 1901, he, was mede Envoy Extra- 
ordinory and Minister Plenipotentiary.

‘ Theso islends, extending from Yezo to the 
southern ¢xtromity of Komachatka. sre intores- 
ting ot the prosen’ time, not only becanse they 
appsrontly ‘are the contiuuation north east 
of the islands of whioh the Japanese Empire, 
Locchoos, Formosa and the Philippines form 
one long chain, but also because from the years 
171] to 1875 Ahey formed part of tho Russian 
Empire, having beon handed over to Japan in 
this latter your in exchango for the soathern 
part of Saghulin.. From the notes of Captain 
H. J. Snow, F, BR. G.S., we learn the following 
facts: us to ihe history of tha occupation of theso 
Islands, = : 

Tho Kuril Islunds were dircovered by Do 
Vreee, a Dulch navigutor, in 1031, “In 1712 
the Rnssiovs.firet invaded the islands, and in 
1736 all tho:e to the North. of Yetorup (the 
largest of the group) became subject 10 tiussia, 
In 3738 Snauberg, with treo small vessels, 
exumined the islands and . wintered in 
Karnschatks, In 1766-7 u voyage was made 
amongst thom to collect a fur-tax, und in 1795 
the Russian-American ‘Company established a 
factory on Urup, the island next to the N. E. 
éf Yetorup. Towards tho ond of theeizhtcenth’ 
contury, the Japaneso establiched themselves 
on Yotorup. and in 1806-7, the Russiuns made 
descents on that island, Iu November, 1830. 
the Russian-American Company formally took 
po-sasvion of the Kuvils. As beforo slated, in 
1875, oll the Karilsnorth of Yotorup were handed 
over to Japan by Russia in exchange for the 
southern partof Saghalia. In 1884tho Jupnnese 
removed the few remaining Kurilsky Ainu to 
the Island of Shikotan (48 dog, 50m. North), 
thus leaving the Islands from Urup to Shumshir 
without a singlo inhabitant. 

Tho length of this:chain of Kurils is about 

630 miles and the direction is it nearly a straight 


dine N.E. Practically the whole chain is volcanic 


and tho istooda are being pushed up out of the 
sea by volcanic agency. In all there are some 
twenty-fonr islands sud numerous rocks cover- 
ing an arou of 2,860 squaro miles. In vearly all 
thore are ‘hot springs and active volcauoes, The 
only islands at presont inhabited aro Yetorup, 
Kanasbir and Shikoten. In 1891 the total 
number of inhabitants was 2,886, of whom three 
fourths are Japanosa, the rest Ainu. Yetorup 
and Kanashir ave visited during tho fishing 
season—which extonds over half the year—by 
soveral hundrods of fishormen whe are employed 
in the capture of sulmon and salmon trout which 
ure sulted down by Japanese, 

The Aino, saya Coptain Snow, aro ao brond- 
shouldored, thick-set, well set-up, stalwart race, 
and, if washed and combed, might be counted 
handsome Their shaggy heads and bards give 
them o wild appearance ; but all idea of ferovity 
isat once dispelled on making their acquaint- 
ance, when vue notes the gentle expression of 
their Jarge soft brown oyes aud their low musical 
voices. . , 

Many of tho girls are comely ant attractive, 
having leat, Tur okjne, full Biropean-looking 
eyes, well formod limbsand bodies, “The nariveas’ 
of tho Aina has boen, I think, mach oxaggerated, 
Aa a rule, the Aina men have fine beards and 
moustaches, which they allow to grow to their 
fullest extent. They are also hairy about the 
body and libs, but not more so than very many 
Europeans. ‘The women are practically free 
from any abnormal growth of huix, and I have 
nosor seen amongst them any spprouch to the 
hirsute crop observable on the faces of many 
womon of Southern Europe. This people is 
fast diminishing owing to its habits of helpless- 
ness, want of spirit, ond passion for atrong liquor: 
Small-pox and syphilis play havoc amongst 
them, whilst the young women with any preten- 
sious to gooil looks become the mistresses of the 
Japanese.” Of animals, the following are to be 
found in the Islands: bear(the Yezo, Urans ferox ; « 
black and brown bear), the wolf; foxes (red, 
black, cross and Yezo); Lund otter on Kuns- 
shir avd Yotorup; martin, also on Kunashir 
and Yetorup only ; the Laro (white in wintor) ; 
quirrels and rats (on southorn islends only) 
ond lemming in large numbers. The sea-otter 
is found all along the Kuril chain; the fur seal 
(naw becoming exlir st); the sea-lion in large 
numbers; the huair-seal, also -plentifal; whilst 
fish and birds abound. 

Tho climate is decidedly moist, though the 
rain-fall is not large. The Spring is cold and 

boisterousduring the early part, north-westerly 
winds provuil, and there is littls fog. Thronghoat 
the latter half, the winds oro very variablo, with 
occasional suow, rain andfog. Large ice-fields 
are brought across the Okhotsk Sea in February, 
and these become blocked on tha ‘south-west 
Kurils and east coast of Yézo, and it is somo- 
‘times well into May ‘before all the ica is cleared 
from this vicinily. Fog prevails almost con- 
stanlly throughout the summer. Clear spells 
ave of short duration. Tho autumn is the 
best season, bright, clear and plezsant, with 
wosterly winds continuing even to tho middle 
of November. 

Tho winter ig cold and the prevailing wind is 
north-west. Tho uights nro very cold, though 
the thermometer seldom falls to zero fahren- 
heit. : Goeas 

Such, vriefly and” generally, is a description 
of the Kanril Islands, which onco formed part of 
the now rapidly diminishing Eastern Empire of 
the once mighty Tsar.

In their 
new home the. found peace. When tho wave of 
Moahomedan conquest spread over India thoy 
were far removed from the firs: fury of its 
broak, and wore doubtless confusud by the new 
invaders with the general infidel popula- 
tion, whoae forcible conversion en masse was 
harily drcamed of by ‘the most bigoted. z-wlots 
Of the position of the Parseos in India one of 
their nuanber writes that; they, “up till very 
y under the British, were neglected und 
iby the Mahomedans and Hindus, and 
none of these over cared to be admitled into 
their faith.” “What candidates thoro were were 
not rejected, for the writer proceeds to describe 
the seeret conversion of three Brahmans, who 
wor wolcomed and admitted to bigh rank in tho 
Acwastrian priesthood. Whether from necessity 
or irom inclination, the Parsee of the 20t 
century is alimoxt as much a foreigner to the 
great mags of the Indian population as was his 
pradecessor of the eiglih. He is separator from 
it bya lino of demarcation far sharper than that 
which divides the Avyon from the aboriginal, or- 
even the Mahomedan from the Hiadn. © Tis 
tint 1o it are morely such as are based on longs 
restlenes, association, and a corumon Asintin: 
origin. With tho exception of a few thousands 
in Porsia, and the merchants who have drifted 
from India to China and other countries, the 
whole Parses community ia to be fond in India. 
Oi the 94,0. 0 in India, ull but 7,000 inhabit the 
Bombay Presidency and the included or adjoin. 
ing uative States. Nearly half of the who'e 
number nre resident in the city of ‘Bombay. 
where they form about 6 per cent. of the popu- 
lation. 
Iu tho decision’ of the Parsees to enclose 
thomselves in a social and religious ring teuce, 
sous crities see with regrot s commencement 
of the decline of the race. he Parsees have 
of Inte yeara shown on. incroasing tondoncy to 
desert the country and to flock to the groat 
elties, It: is said that they already exbibit 
some signs of physical detorivration, which will 
incroaso with long residonco in crowded cities, 
and ba expedited by intermarruge of the 
families of ‘the better classes. So gloomy a 
view of their future it seems scarcely uvcessary 
to, accept, and it must be remembered 
that for 3,200 years the community has sorvived, 
and maintained its vigour, with very little’ hb!p 
from the infusion of fresh blood. In any case, 
onecan hardly -avoid sympathizing with the 
sentiment that, if the race is doomed, it ought 
to go down under the flag of ifs ancient unity 
andiraditions. Whatever may be the eventual 
foie of the Parsees, they have already played 
a large and bensticent part in the. modern 
development of India, of Bombay aspeciatly. 
and in the advance of their own prosparity, 
which is such that the pauper and the 
criminal are equally rare. Their rich men have 
worthily employed thoir siporfinity of wealth 
in the erection and endowmont of hospitals, 
charitable institutions, schools, rusesrch insti- 
tutes, and in the alleviation of distress in every 
form amongst all elasses. To them tho British 
Government is pecially indebted for the examp.e 
of confidence in it which they hayo set to the 
conttry of their adoption. ‘I'he professions of 
moticine and tho law have been adorned by 
eminent Puxsees, and it mast not be forgotten 
thut one of thom represents a London constit- 
manny in the 
Trier ne eee ce ee 6 prosperity. is 
inseparably coonected, with no branch of it 
more than tho cotton spinning sod weaving 
industry of Bombay. Almost simultaneously 
with the Parsee nehayat assenibly, the 
Bombay Millowners’ Assvciation held its annual 
matting, at which tho Pursee interest was very 
largely represented. For some-years past the 
Bombay mills have. suifere: from depressed 
tmie, which, within the last few months, has at 
last given placo'to a more hopeful outlook. A 
reviving demand in the Far East for the yarns 
and cloths, in the manufacture of which Bombay 
esneompote successfully with Manchester, com- 
bined with the increased consumption in India, 
which manufacturers frankly attribute togeneral 
rosperity, has enabled the spinning and weav- 
ing mills to dispose of their productions for a 
yoor abead. ‘The prospects have been improved 
by tho return of cotton to normal prices after 
tho inflation of last year. The excellent pro- 
spots of the immediate future are, however, 
clouded by various problems which moy again 
producearoaction. The fluctuations in Chinoso 
exchanges, due to many causes, rendor trade 
with that country more or less ofa gamble. A 
Parsee speaker Jaid much stress on the labour 
dificulties caused by the ravages of plague, on 
tho necessity of o concerted policy in all the 
milly in regard to the hours of labour. and on 
the great’ rise in price of somo of the mill 
shates, which vas not warranted by the iostub- 
ility of present prospects, . 
th nothing a:e the Parsees moro clearly 
separated from the bulk of the Indian races 
thin in tho position and influence of their 
women. Thers is no seclusion behind ‘the 
“yixdah” for the Parsce lady, who is allowed 
ynieticolly as much freedom of coming and 
gong as her Europenn sister, and whose 
brillantly-coloured, but always tasteful, dress 
makes a charming patch of colour ever in the 
brightness of o clondless atmosphere and in 
streets vhose distingviswing characteristic is 
yariety. “Want .of female ednecation, due to 
popular indifference and socisl customs, is 
tho reproach of India generally, but it 
is cortainly not so with the Parsees. Nor is 
the influence of tha Parsee ledy coutined, as 
isthe case amongst Hindosx and Muhomedaus 
to the limits of the domestic circle. 
The mail which reports the mesting on 
tho subject of proselytism brings also a full 
report of an assembly of the influential Indian 
Inlies of Bombay, culled together to disenss the 
Narrangemonts for welcoming the Princess of 
Wales, when she visils Bombay. next autumn. 
Though Parsco names are not tha only ones in 
the attendance roll. they predominate, and the 
course of the discussion shows how capable these 
lalies are of dealing with mattors: of bu-iness 
and public interest. In charitable organizations 
the women vio with the men in tho part they 
pisy, and their philanthropy is equally oxtended 
to others as well as to their own community, 
If the Parsees ara amongst the most intoresting 
and enterprising of Asintie raczs, their claim to 
the distinction rests us wuch with their women 
as with their men.—Tames. -

> BRITISH TRADE IN SIBERIA.

A reyort on the condition and prospects of 
tritish trade in Siberia hy been published by 
the Conmercial Intelligence Committee of the 
Board of Trade as a Parliamentary poper 
(Gd. 2518]. It is prepared by Myr. H. Cooke. 
who was sont out by the committes in May, 
1903, ona commercial mission to Siberia and 
the Rusinn Far East. Tho outbreak of war 
between ttursia and Japanto a‘tered the couli- 
tions over o large portion of the area visiled 
tha’, forthe present, the msults of the inquiry 
ara published only us regards Siberia, west of 
Lake Boikal, As regards possibilities of British 
trade, thy report says :— 

Jf Toannot report tbat there is os yet any 
widely diffus+d or extensive Jomand for goods 
such as British industriesmight supply. it by ne 
means follows that onr mimufacturers need pass 
the Sibcrian market by altogether. There nay 
not under present conditions be scope for vist 
orders for any particular firm, but as shown by 
Germen trade methods in Russia, ox in. Siberia 
too, w diffusion of smut! ordars ix a fact con- 
siderably influencing the totals of trade. The 
large openings for machinery and eppliances, 
dao to recent developments in the agricultiral 
conditios of the country, buve been seized in 
entirety by eaterprising compotitors from other 
lands. In mining machixery and appurteunness, | 
however, somo. British firms haya dono good 
business, und the opening: in this line are likely 
fur herto extend. ‘Lhere remain the miecel- 
laneour varieties of pools, not individually, 
perhaps, of very -gret account, but <col- 
lectively not to bo Jost sight of, in 
which Uritish makers might push their 
products in. competition with other foreign 
Manufwtures. Where the competition is exclu- 
sively Russian, as, for instance, in clothing aud 
provisions, turif conditios and the sufficiency 
and oficiency of home rupplies preeluds any 
result being expected.

SUEZ CANAL AND BRITISH SHIPS. 
The British Suez Caual dircotors havo for- 
warded to the Marquis of 4.andsdowne the 
returns of the navigation throuzh the Canal 
for last year, ay comipsred™ with thoi of the 
two previous, years, M2 and £903. The net 
tonaave for the past year showed wn increaso 
of 144.547 tons as compared with that of 1903, 
and of 2,158,422 tonsa: compared with thot of 
192. Notwithstanding the reduction of 50 
centimes in the tonnage dues, which took effect 
from Jan. 1. 1903. the transit receipis. during 
that vear amounted to 103,624268f, or only 
99,752£ less than tho» of 1902, while thoss 
for Inst year amounted to 115,418,4721, and were 
higher then inany prorious yéar since the open- 
ing of the Canal, ‘Phe imcranse in tho tonnage 
passing through the §nez Canal during 1904 
was owing to heavy shipmonts of wheat from 
India to Europe, and to the large quantities 
of coal consigned to the Esst. which latter 
exceed by about 500,000 tous the shipments 
during the year 1903, and which wero, no donbt. 
principally for the useof the belligernt fleats. 
Of 3,287 merchuots rexel and vessolain ballast, 
of a net tonnage of 10,316,600 tons, ‘passing 
through the Canal, 2.438 ships. ofa net tonnage 
of 7,847,307 tons, wars Britis:, boing fully 74 
per cent. of the number and fully 76.0} par ¢ ant. 
of the tonnage; ‘356. or 13.8 per cont, vere 
German vessels, whos tonnage wat 10.5 por 
cent. of the whole; Fratiee, Holland, Norway, 
Austrin-Hungary. and Italy combined turnish- 
ing a total of 115 per cent. of the yossds and 
8.7 per cent. of the tommage of tho carrying 
trade to the Hast through the Suez Canal.
